DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on November 06, 2008 in response to Examiner's Office 
Action has been reviewed. Claims 1,3-19, 21-35 and 37-45 are pending in the application. 
Claims 2, 20 and 36 are canceled, and claims 1, 3-19, 21-35 and 37-45 are amended. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 13-15, filed November 06, 2008, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1, 3-19, 21-35 and 37-45 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-19, 21-35 and 37-45 are over the prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination determining a 
URL pattern referenced in the licensing information and comparing the URL pattern referenced 
in the licensing information with the content URL address as set forth in independent claims 1 , 
19,33 and 45. 

Dependent claims 3-18, 21-32, 34, 35 and 37-44 being further limiting to the independent 
claims 1,19 and 33 are also allowed. 

The closet prior art, Ishiguro US Patent No. 7,216,368 teaches managing copyrights 
under SDMI provisions as well as the copyrights for contents distributed over the Internet. The 
closest prior art fails to anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
